Even if it appears to have survived the winter without 
tiouble, thi. i.s the time to have one of our mechanics take 
the time to go over the car from fan belt to exhaust. He can 
tj-ack down any of the little weakne.sses you may have spotted 
—or may not have spotted—through the winter. 
For instiince, an engine that starts hard and idles too fast 
may t>e traced to a broken winrif^hield wiper Hne. 
Slow acceleration when you try to step on the gas may 
mean only that the r; 1 uietor needs to be set for wai'mer 
weather. 
W lien there is mi.siiniig. a rough engine and hard staiting, 
you may have dispaireri at the engine lasting through another 
year. Probably i.'^n t the engine at all; more likely the contact 
pouits of the Ui.'-tribuior are pock-marked or aren't spaced 
properly. 
Tiie wanner weather means you’re going to be doing a lot 
more drr.ing for fun, but it won’t be fun if the hotter, longer 
drivf.-, of .■.uimher get spoiled because the car, speaking figiu*- 
atively, is still wearing its long t^inter underw^r. 
The important thing is that our factory-traixied boy« (and 
how we re proud of them) will find what’s wrong, even if you 
haven't noticed ft yet And. juJtt as Important, they’ll tnake th» 
simple, inexpen.sive adjustment« to fix the conditions you may 
have shuddered over, fearing a major repair bin.
